indication of the relations of the manu- 
facturing industries of the United States with the 
banks. The bankers, who are immediately and per- 
sonally concerned in the matter of banking and cur- 
rency legislation, are really less concerned regarding 
the legislation which Congress may adopt than are the 
manufacturers and business men of this country. 

The manufacturers of the United States furnish a 
very large part of the banking business, and it is their 
resources, their deposits and their relations with the 
banks which make it possible for banks to provide 
capital on business accommodations. An analysis of 
the figures of our foreign trade and also of the avail- 
able figures which represent the amount of foreign 
exchange which has been sold by manufacturers to 
these banks shows how closely related the greater 
manufacturing industries of the United States are to 
the banks. 

Four great corporations have contributed about 33 
per cent, and possibly a larger percentage than that, 
to the foreign trade of the United States in manu- 
factured products. One of these big corporations 
sold foreign exchange in the last fiscal year which 
represented exportations of its manufactured products 
to the amount of $100,000,000 in round numbers. At 
least one-half of this exchange was sold to one bank 
and the rest to various banks. Every dollar in this 
large sum had back of it a commodity manufactured 
in the United States. 

About a vear ago it was understood that the United 
States Steel Corporation had sold in foreign lands its 
commodities of the value of about $75,000,000, and 
this amount is estimated as larger for the last fiscal 
The International 
abroad commodities approximately of the value of 
$30,000,000. It is estimated that the United 
“tates Steel Corporation and the International Har- 
vester Company exported in the last fiscal year Amer- 
ican-made commodities of the money value of about 
$100,000,000. Probably the greater part of this was 

nverted either into credit immediately available or 

to cash through the utilization of foreign exchange.

the United States Steel Company, the International 
Harvester Company, and the Standard Oil Company, 
contributed something like $250,000,000 to the grand 
total which represented the money value of the ex- 
portation of American products. 

The great banking facilities were, of course, en- 
tailed and every dollar of this sum is represented one 
way or another in American banking transactions and 
clearing house operations. A banking and currency 
measure which will facilitate the operations of the 
big manufacturers of the United States, especially in 
the foreign markets, will tend to increase these opera- 
tions through the enlargement of markets and inci- 
dentally increase the profits, not by charging high 
prices, but by making possible great economies in 
money transactions. 

The Smelting Company and the Standard Oil Com- 
pany typify the conversion of natural and material 
resources of the United States into wealth and, to a 
considerable extent, the new capital, and, to a lesser 
extent, the same can be said of the United States Steel 
Corporation. The Standard Oil Company exploits 
the natural resources of the country in the form of 
petroleum products. 

The. great American crops each year bring in the 
wealth and the development of our mineral resources, 
also creates new wealth for it turns into materials 
food for the market, ores that have for ages remained 
in the soil. 

The farmers, the workers of our mines, and the 
manufacturers are the makers of the new wealth of 
the United States and the creators each year of new 
capital and, such being the case, they are the persons 
who are ultimately and vitally interested in the estab- 
lishment of a banking and currency system which will 
stimulate in a healthy way American industry.

We take an excerpt from the second amendment of 
the United States Constitution, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“A well regulated militia being necessary to the

It would seem obvious that any law or ordinance 
forbidding, or putting restrictions on the sale of fire 
arms is unconstitutional and where dealers have con- 
tested such laws or ordinances in the courts they have 
been victorious. 

We believe that laws regulating the carrying of 
fire arms, if not too radical, to be of value to the 
public in general. There is no question that can- 
cealed weapons on the persons of an undesirable class 
of citizens is a menace to society, but, on the other 
hand, there are many instances where it is essential 
to.the protection of life and property that fire arms 
be kept and ary cause that will prevent responsible 
people from this privilege seems to be unfair in the 
extreme. 








Wuatr a valuable asset it is to the hardware mer- 
chant when he can acquire the reputation of being an 
optimist. People like to meet and talk 
The Science with the business man who always sees 
dusiiaibial, the bright side of things and who, even 
under temporary discouraging condi- 
tions, looks ahead and sees a silver lining in the cloud. 
Probably every reader knows of several stores which 
are owned by rank pessimists or, to vulgarize, 
“grouches,” and unless absolutely forced to one prefers 
to avoid contact with these gruff, grouchy, surly indi- 
viduals who always have a kick to register and their 
smiles are noticeable by their absence. 

No hardware merchant, or any business man, in 
fact, can afford to be continually looking on the dark 
side of life. The store of the pessmist soon becomes 
distasteful to customers and they sooner or later take 
their custom elsewhere. Most of us have met the man 
in business who with little or no provocation com- 
plains that trade in his line is all going to pieces, that 
the mail-order houses are cutting prices so that the 
retailer cannot compete, etc., and if business is a 
little quiet he does not hesitate to tell everybody who 
comes into his store about it. What a contrast is 
offered between men of this kind and those who, while 
fully aware of the evil effects of the different forms 
of competition that they are called upon to meet, have 
confidence in their own ability to more than uphold 
their end and who make it a point to convince the 
people with whom they come in contact that they are 
masters of their business and are governed by the 
principle that the measure of their success will be 
governed by their own ability to meet all emergencies 
as they arrive. Peculiar as it may seem, the man 
who continually talks “hard times” inevitably experi- 
ences the same, and the man who views business and 
the world generally through rosy-hued spectacles reaps 
a sure reward. 


In a social way there are some men one is always 
pleased to meet because of their geniality, while 
others are avoided because of their surliness. Ex- 
actly the same thing goes in business. One likes to do 
business with some men and others, who could give 
the same prices and service, are avoided. The reason 
for this is obvious. Nobody likes a pessimist—there is 
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no room in the business world for pessimism, so jf 
you wish to succeed—be an optimist.

From reports received, neither head 
nor tail could be made of the defendant’s story. Finally 
one of the Chinamen who acknowledged he recently 
embraced Christianity said he wanted to tell the truth 
and gave testimony quite contrary to the evidence 
tendered by the rest of the partners in the Chinese 
company. Through the testimony of the Christian 
Chinaman the plaintiff company was able to secure 
judgment.

Credit systems have 
been gotten down to a very fine point and in the ordi- 
nary course of trading the systems in use protect the 
wholesaler and jobber to the greatest possible extent, 
but the ways of the Orientals are dark and it behooves 
the hardware dealer and jobber to exercise the great- 
est caution in handing out merchandise on credit to 
members of the Chinese and other races who are 
known not so much for their virtue as their cunning. 
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We are all familiar with the “Special Sale” in which

Benefits advertised for three dollars, or in any 
the Consumer yoy jess than its regular selling price, 
that there is a catch behind the offer. Usually but 
very few of the reduced price articles are put up for 
sale, the customers having to accept something “just 
as good” or, if they do not accept the substitute, the 
large majority of those who come in to get the bar- 
gain will buy something. The price cutter realizes 
that they are in his store to spend money and various 
lines, attractively displayed, usually induce the bar- 
gain hunter to buy. Nine times out of ten unknown 
goods at unfixed prices are bought by those people 
who, in the first instance, were attracted to the store 
of the price cutter through greatly reduced prices in 
certain articles, the prices of which they were familiar 
with. 

Many ways in price regulation which will benefit 
the consumer and protect the uninformed purchaser 
are daily coming to light. For instance, suppose you 
have a young son who greets you some evening with 
the glad tidings that his birthday is on the morrow and 
that when Johnny Jones had his, his pa gave him « 
watch and a new baseball. You know the kind of 
watch he wants and you ask him about the baseball 
to which he replies, “Spaulding, dollar-’n-a-quarter. 
He knows. You immediately “dig down” and produc: 
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two-and-a-quarter and off he goes, racing down the 
street, while you settle down to your evening paper, 
confident that he will get your money’s worth, because 
you know the prices and you trust the manufacturer. 
Pretty soon he comes back with a long face and says 
the Blank Company is just out of both Ingersoll 
watches and Spaulding baseballs, but they say they 
have got some other makes better, for less money. 
You do not say, “That’s good; go and get them.” In- 
stead, you lay down your paper and put on your hat 
and say you guess you will come along with him. 
Why? Because you do not know the prices and the 
dealer is human. In this case you are the consumer. 
As long as your boy was going to buy at fixed prices 
you knew they could not swindle him, but the moment 
you found he was up against unknown goods at un- 
fixed prices, you thought you had better watch the 
game. Is it, or is it not, a good system for the con- 
sumer? How many of the wage-earners of this coun- 
try know any more about values than your boy? 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 

After reading so much lately of the great crops of 
the present season, the enormous wealth of the coun- 
try and the indications for a very prosperous era, it 
hardly seems apropos to discuss the matter of thrift, 
and yet in no other country in the world is there more 
money wasted, more money spent needlessly, and 
more need for urging thrift. Extravagance is the 
great American vice and the sinful waste of money is 
a matter that demands earnest consideration. The 
high cost of living, of which we hear so much, can in 
part be attributed to gross extravagance. The thou- 
sands of foreigners who come to this country each 
year and who are not capable of earning big salaries. 
contrive to save money and live. Usually in a few 
years the thrifty foreigner owns his own home and 
lot, often several lots, and he has money in the bank 
and, what is more, he is not economical in the matter 
of raising a family; in fact, he is the delight of T. R. 
from the offspring viewpoint. 

We Americans, however, with the object lesson of 
thrift right in our midst, ignore it. Good wages 
should not foster over-indulgence, but it does, and 
making provision for the sear age is a secondary con- 
sideration. The rising generation is being set a bad 
example and I agree heartily with my friend S. W. 
Straus, president of the banking firm of S. W. Straus 
& Company, New York and Chicago, that something 
must be done for the promotion of thrift. Not only 
does he believe that something must be done, but he 
is actively engaged in the preliminary stages of re- 
toring thrifty ways to the nation. I met Mr. Straus 
n Pittsburgh a few days ago and ascertained that he 
Was on a visit there in the interests of an organization 
he is perfecting throughout the country to promote 
thrift. I have been intimately acquainted with S. W. 
many years and I know him well enough to say 
‘ once his mind is set on a project he will see it 
ugh. 
he work of promoting perfect thrift as outlined 
‘ny friend will be done by inquiry, education and 
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discussion, and in discussing the matter with me he 
pointed out that only our tremendous prosperity and 
tremendous earning power could withstand the inroads 
we make on our resources both individually and col- 
lectively, through waste and extravagance. The Amer- 
ican Society for Thrift, he said, has been organized 
to teach people thrift, to show how easy it is to start 
a systematic individual campaign of saving by men, 
women and children and to make clear the reward in 
money and character that thrift always brings. Amer- 
icans were not always extravagant people—our ex- 
travagance is the result of the tremendous prosperity 
we have enjoyed since the Civil War—such prosper- 
ity as no other nation has ever known in the history of 
the world. There was the time when New England 
thrift, as it used to be called, was the rule and not the 
exception in the United States, when economy was 
not a virtue to be despised, and when the man or the 
family with an outgo greater than the income was a 
rarity. 

“The American Society for Thrift hopes to revive 
these half-forgotten ideals. It proposes to show the 
chief remedy for the high cost of living lies in thrift, 
economy, careful self-control in the matter of ex- 
penditure, and a stern resolution on the part of every 
citizen of small or of large means to save at least a 
portion of his income. Thrift is the foundation of 
every large fortune. 

“We are now engaged in an investigation of this 
whole question in all of its various aspects. Naturally 
we are starting with ways and-means. We are trying 
to marshal all the possible forces that can be used for 
the stimulation of thrift and economy. 

“We find, among other things, that very few schools, 
colleges, our universities impart knowledge direct upon 
thrift. The few schools which do so are producing 
wonderfully good results. One school has on deposit 
over $52,000. 

“Organizations of women, who are very close to 
this problem of individual thrift, are giving us assist- 
ance. We want the counsel and suggestions of all of 
the forces in the nation because each views the prob- 
lem from a different angle. Charitable organizations, 
particularly, see the demand for aid increasing each 
year, the permanent good being very small and the 
need being increased rather than diminished by 
charity. 

“To begin with, we are seeking information from 
the public schools of the large cities which will help us 
to determine whether the plans for saving now in 
force in a few places can be adopted generally with 
equal success. We want to hear from the heads of 
these schools, the associations of merchants and com- 
mercial bodies and from all organizations of large 
memberships. 

“There will be no solicitation for funds for the sup- 
port of the movement; we have made provision for 
that. But we want the press and the pulpit and the 
rostrum to emphasize the matter of thrift with in- 
creasing emphasis during the next few years.” 

Thus expounded my friend and I am sure readers 
will agree with him that only the greatest good can 
accrue from his efforts in the general promotion of 
thrift.

BLUE FLAME WICK STOVE PATENTED AND 
ASSIGNED. 


Edward Boekenkamp, St. Louis, Missouri, has se- 
cured United States patent No. 1,074,688 for a blue 
flame wick stove which he has assigned 
to the American Stove Company, St. 
Louis, Missouri. In effect it comprises 
a chimney with a blue flame vapor gen- 
erating burner within and at the lower 
end of the chimney, the said blue flame 
burner comprising vertically arranged 
inner and outer tubes having the per- 
forations at their lower ends only. There 
is a wick also extending between the 
perforated walls, the chimney having air 
passages and the top of the chimney is 
provided with a blue flame burner cap. 
A deflector flange projects over the space 
between the tubes and a blue flame 
burner cap at the upper end of the chimney.

Secretaries Hold Convention 


of Retail Hardware 








The first annual meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Hardware Secretaries, which was held 
at the La Salle Hotel, Chicago, October 14th and 15th, 
was pronounced by all attending to have been an un- 
qualified success, both in regard to the attendance and 
the settlement of those important questions that came 
before the gathering. The various questions on the 
program for debate were classified in divisions. For 
instance, under Division 1 came all questions relative 
to income or finance, and the following queries came 
under this head: 

Is a uniform annual state dues desirable? 

When a new member joins, should dues be pro- 
rated, based on the time of year the membership is 
taken? 

When are current dues due and payable? 

When is a member delinquent ? 

How do you collect dues? 

If current dues are not paid by December 3[Ist, 
should membership automatically cease? 

Should membership list be published as of January 
1st of each year? 

Should the membership list be counted an asset of 
the association ?

Is a form sheet desirable for keeping record of space 
sales ? 

Is a form sheet desirable for keeping general record 
of association funds, showing receipts and disburse- 
ments ? 

Is a form bank book desirable? 

Is a bill box ledger desirable ? 

Can we diversify exhibits, and prevent too many 
of one line? 

Can we make the exhibition a superior device for 
introducing new goods? 

What is the logical division of time during con- 
vention, taking into account the interest of the num- 
ber, the association and the exhibitor? 

Should a space be sold (for the exhibition of some 
new specialty only), the price of the space being based 
on a percentage of the goods sold?

OBITUARY. 








Robert Alexander Kirk. 

Robert Alexander Kirk, president of the firm of 
Farwell, Ozman, Kirk & Company, hardware jobbers, 
St. Paul, Minnesota, died at his home in that city Sun- 
day, October 5, after an illness lasting several months. 
He had been confined to bed for a month and was 
unconscious for a week before his death. The deceased 
was born at Ellsworth, Ohio, August 28, 1837, and 
obtained his early education in the public schools and 
in Poland Academy at Poland, Ohio, an institution at 
which the late President McKinley also attended. After 
completing two years at college, Mr. Kirk entered the 
teaching profession. Mr. Kirk enlisted*as a private 
in the 105th Ohio Volunteer Infantry and served 
three years of the Civil War. 

In 1876 he entered the employ of C. Aultman & 
Company at Canton, Ohio. In 1882 he located in St. 
Paul, Minnesota, and for some years was identified 
in the lawn mower business. In 1887, when the part- 
nership of Farwell, Ozman and Jackson, wholesale 
hardware merchants, were dissolved, Mr. Kirk became 
a member of the new firm of Farwell, Ozman, Kirk 
& Company, acting in the capacity of treasurer. Since 
that time he has been identified with the concern and 
was elected to the presidence in 1896. 

Mr. Kirk was a deep student of trading methods 
and was a recognized authority in the hardware job- 
bing world. It was only natural that he should be 
recognized in hardware circles and in Igor he was 
made president of the National Hardware Association. 
He also served as president of the St. Paul Jobbers’ 


Union and as president of the St. Paul Chamber of 
Commerce.. For more than thirty years Mr. Kirk had 
been one of the leading men in the commercial civic 
and educational life of St. Paul. At the time of his 
death he was vice-president of the Board of Trustees 
of Macalester College, a Presbyterian institution of 
St. Paul. He ranked foremost in all commercial en- 
terprises and undertakings which called for a high 
degree of public spirit. He was deeply interested in 
philanthropic, religious and educational matters and 
he exhibited the same keen interest in these causes 
as in business matters. The Young Men’s Christian 
Association of St. Paul has lost a great enthusiast 
and friend in the death of Mr. Kirk. He was a 
member of the Board of Directors of the Association 
and was an important factor in making the splendid 
headquarters in St. Paul a possibility. He was also 
a member of the state committee of the Y. M. C. A.

and was also actively identified with the House of 
Hope Presbyterian Church which he served as a trus- 
tee and elder. Mr. Kirk was known for his generos- 
ity in the interests of every good cause and among 
the officials and employees of Farwell, Ozman, Kirk 
& Company he was held in that high esteem which 
is the reward of good and holy men. 


Henry Sandmayer. 

Peoria, Illinois, lost its oldest hardware merchant 
when Henry Sandmayer breathed his last a few days 
ago. The deceased was born in Wolfersheim, Ger- 
many, July 16, 1829, and came to America when he 
was twenty years old, and immediately obtained em- 
ployment with a hardware firm in Peoria. Inside of 
five years he had saved enough to purchase an in- 
terest in the firm and later he became a member of 
the firm of Culter & Proctor, and still later he estab- 
lished a store independent of partners, which did 
business under the name of Sandmayer & Compan) 
In addition to his interests in the retail hardware 
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business, he served as president of the Peoria Stone 
and Marble Company and was also vice-president of 
the Merchants’ National Bank for many years.

SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF INDUS- 
TRIAL EDUCATION TO CONVENE. 





The National Society for the Promotion of Indus- 
trial Education recently held the second meeting after 
its organization in Chicago. Interest in industrial edu- 
cation has grown amazingly and has been the subject 
of pretty free discussion in the State of Illinois, be- 
cause of a bill which was introduced in the recent ses- 
sion of the legislature proposing a radical change in 
the organization of our schools and to make provis- 
ion for industrial and vocational courses. The sev- 
enth annual convention of the National Society for 
the Promotion of Industrial Education is to be held in 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, which is not so far away but 
that citizens of Illinois interested in this proposition 
may readily attend. A full week is to be given to the 
discussion of the subjects of vocational guidance and 
vocational education. An exhibition is to be made, 
also, of the products of manual training and industrial 
schools throughout the United States, together with a 
very large exhibit sent by the United States, showing 
the remarkable work being done in the schools of the 
Philippine Islands. On Sunday morning, October 
19th, prominent speakers from all over the United 
States are to occupy twenty or more of the pulpits of 
the Grand Rapids churches. On the Tuesday follow- 
ing, the Vocational Guidance Association, of which 
Meyer Bloomfield, of Boston, is a moving spirit, will 
hold its first session and complete its organization be- 
gun a year ago. On Thursday the National Society 
for the Promotion of Industrial Education will have 
its first session. The most notable meeting will be 
held on Thursday evening, when Hon. Wm. C. Red- 
field, president of the society and Secretary of Com- 
merce, will be the principal speaker. Other speakers 
on that occasion will be Gov. Woodbridge N. Ferris, 
of Michigan, who came into prominence as the suc- 
cessful teacher in an institution devoted to industrial 
education, and Laura Drake Gill, of the University of 
the South, located in Tennessee, and widely known to 
club women as a brilliant speaker. Other prominent 
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speakers on other occasions will be Ida M. Tarb.(l: 
John Dewey, professor of philosophy, Columbia  1i- 
versity; David Snedden, Commissioner of Education 
for Massachusetts; C. R. Richards, director of Coo: er 
Union, New York; Frank M. Leavitt, of the Univers- 
ity of Chicago; C. A. Prosser, secretary of the \a- 
tional Society for the Promotion of Industrial Educa- 
tion; W. Stanwood Field, director of Evening and 
Continuation schools in Boston; Owen R. Lovejoy, 
secretary National Child Labor Committee, New 
York; Prof. George R. Mead, of ‘the University o/ 
Chicago, and Dr. Leonard P. Ayres, director of the 
Educational Department, Russell Sage Foundation, 
New York, and many others. The convention will 
bring together a large number of people and those 
expecting to attend should make application for ac- 
commodation to Lee H. Bierce, Secretary Commitice 
on Arrangements, Association of Commerce, Grand 
Rapids, Michigan.

WHY A NATIONAL WARM AIR FURNACE 
PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN IS NEEDED. 





To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

If any one doubts that a furnace manufacturers’ 
organization and a national furnace advertising cam- 
paign is not seriously needed, I would like for that 
doubting Thomas to travel with me just one month. 

I believe that I could easily convince him, since “I 
am from Missouri” and can “show him.” 

The position I hold, that of furnace salesman, 
brings me in direct contact with the furnace dealers, 
large and small, hardware merchants, plumbers, who 
install furnaces, steam and hot water heating; archi- 
tects and builders, also the general public, especially 
those who are prospective customers. 

When I say that I find there is a strong sentiment 
against the warm air furnace, I am putting it mildly. 
It does not make any difference whether I travel in 
Missouri, Iowa, Pennsylvania, Nebraska, or down in 
Alabama, I find the same sentiment against the warm 
air heating furnace prevails. 

Now let me ask you, Mr. Furnace Manufacturer 
and reader, what has caused this sentiment? 

I will answer with a few words—“poor installation 
and over-estimated furnaces.” 

I also find that there is a very strong sentiment 
among the better class of architects, builders and 
owners, especially among the builders and owners of 
fine residences, favoring hot water and steam heating. 

Now, let me ask what has caused this sentiment 
favoring a much more expensive system? 

I will answer this question with one word, adver- 
tising. 

The hot water and steam heating apparatus manu- 
facturers have carried on an extensive and effective 
advertising campaign that has taken effect on the 
public mind. 

It must be admitted that it has affected the sales 
of warm-air furnaces, especially on the larger sizes, 
as well as on the medium sizes. 

The advertising campaign that has been carried on 
by the leading competitive heating apparatus manu- 
facturers has largely been on the circus method of 
advertising, and have so carelessly handled the truth, 
at times, that I have often wondered that the furnace 
manufacturers and dealers, as well as the public, 
would stand for it. 

A great many of their advertisements have flaunted 
alleged defects of the warm-air furnace system in the 
public’s face, like the matador who flaunts his red 
rag in the face of the roaring mad bull. 

Is it not remarkable how little has been said, in 
those advertisements, in reference to the real points 
of merit of those competitive heating systems? Yet 
the public has been “biting” freely. 

The man who selects a hot water or steam system 
for a private residence, reminds me of a large frisky 


bass who swims out to find something to eat and who 
suddenly jumps at a piece of red flannel, or a bit of 
colored feather, or a piece of shiny tin and mistakes 
it for a big juicy insect or something to eat, and then 
gets “the hook.” 

The time now is ripe for a good rattling, wide- 
awake, up-to-date furnace manufacturers’ organiza- 
tion. 

An organization not altogether for the purpose of 
advertising furnaces to increase sales; but also for 
the general betterment of the furnace business, for the 
education of the public and the dealers, as to the best 
methods of furnace installation, also for the improve- 
ment of the furnace itself. 

Every furnace, register and furnace supply manu- 
facturer should at least be willing to attend a meet- 
ing and talk this organization matter over. 

A national organization of this kind, with the right 
kind of energy, will soon turn the tide and in a very 
short time will mean increased sales and profits for 
furnace manufacturers and the dealers.

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PATTERNS FOR BRANCH ROUND TO OBLONG 


BY 0. W. KOTHE. 

This particular article is used in the piping system 
which has two fans connected to it, and it had to be 
transformed to an oblong in order to pass the pipe 
along where it ought to go. For this reason the 
branch is employed. To lay out such a branch first 
draw the center line and from it draw the elevation 


To obtain the true length of these lines draw hori- 
zontal line for diagram in true lengths and with your 
dividers pick the lines as 1’-2’ in elevation and set 
them on horizontal line in diagram, after which erect 
line equal to the sectional line. In like manner pick 
lines 2’-3’ in elevation and set in diagram and con- 
nect 2-3 with a line. Continue in this way till the 
true lengths of all lines are determined. The true 
lengths as shown in diagram “D” are those for the

of branch-to the proper size and angle. Next draw 
the half section “A” and “B” and divide in number 
of spaces shown. It will be observed that an angle 
is used between the fan and branch and so the miter 
line 12°%2’ requires a true section, which is_pro- 
duced by extending the lines from “B” parallel with 
the sides of the angle until they intersect the miter 
ine 12-12’. Now from these points square out lines 
indefinitely, and with your dividers pick the length of 
lines from the half section “B” and transfer them 
in the sectional lines in “C” as 2-2’, 4-4’, 6-6’, etc. 
Then through these points trace a free hand curve 
and you have the true section for the miter line. 

xt draw the section through miter line “D”, and 
then draw lines in elevation from one point to an- 
other, thus dividing it into triangles.

BRASS LAMP BURNERS. 
From F. W. Clemments, % Globe Trading Company, Fre- 
donia, Kansas. 


Kindly advise me what are the ingredients used 
inside of brass in lamp burners. 

Ans.—CEMENT FOR METAL Parts on GLAss LAMPS, 
Erc.—A cement for fastening the metal parts on 
glass lamps, etc., is composed of 20 parts plaster of 
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paris, 20 parts of water, 16 parts of strong lime, | 2 
parts of resin. Boil the resin with the lime until it 
is completely dissolved, and when cold it forms a 
solid and tenacious mass. Dilute this by the addi- 
tion of water and carefully work in the plaster of 
paris. You can dissolve this in petroleum. 

CEMENT FOR FASTENING METAL Upon GLAss.—To 
secure metal to glass in a safe and quick manner the 
use of the following cement is recommended: Inti- 
mately mix 100 parts by weight of pulverized white 
litharge and 50 of dry white lead and work it with a 
mixture of 3 parts of boiled linseed oil and 1 of 
copal lacquer to a plastic mass. The cementing itself 
is very simple. The lower surface of the metal is 
coated with the cement, pressed upon the glass and 
the excess of cement removed with a suitable instru- 
ment. The cement dries rapidly and becomes very 
hard. 

BIisMUTH CEMENT FOR CEMENTING THE GLAss 
PARTS OF PETROLEUM LAMPs.—This cement is com- 
nosed of lead, 3 parts; tin, 2; and bismuth, 2.5.

Trade Tendencies Up to Going to Press Compiled From Reliable Sources 





STEEL. 

It is believed that the present week will bring about 
a change in the mutual attitude of steel makers and 
consumers. The placing of large rail business is 
counted upon by authorities to stimulate buying in 
other lines of material. Railroads, usually the largest 
purchasers of finished steel products, have been pretty 
well out of the market for more than a month. 

While most of them have their fall renewal require- 
ments provided for, 1914 programs have been consid- 
ered to a great extent. It has been announced that 
the steel corporation has made a new schedule of 
prices for its Pacific Coast trade, reducing bars for 
San Francisco delivery about $6.00 per ton. This 
reduction is made possible by the great saving in water 
shipments through the Panama Canal to that port. 

There has been indications during the last few days 
of the slowing down of operations at steel works and 
in some lines a tendency to lower prices. The sharp 
competition in price for plates is responsible for mak- 
ing general the $1.35 Pittsburgh price that the smaller 
mills have been quoting for some time past. 

The eastern plate mills have shown more aggressive- 
ness and concessions from $1.35 Pittsburgh are pos- 
sible. It is reported that bars which so far have been 
exempt from the weakness evident in other finished 
lines have changed hands in the Chicago district at 
less than the $1.40 Pittsburgh basis. 

Reports of price cutting are growing fewer and the 
steel interests report business coming forward at a 
better rate than last month. The leading interests is 
operating slightly nearer to capacity and is booking 
business at the rate of 34,000 tons a day. The state- 
ment of unfilled orders of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration at the close of business in September was 
miore favorable than expected. The loss in unfilled 
tonnage during September was 219,683 tons, whereas 
the ordinary trade forecast were 300,000 to 400,000 
tons. 

The Southern Steel Company, Mobile, Alabama, 
capitalized at $30,000,000, has made arrangements in- 
suring the construction of an extensive plant on the 
river front. It has purchased 8,000 acres, 50 of which 
will be occupied by buildings and machinery, repre- 
senting an investment of $7,000,000. The daily out- 
put is to be 1,000 tons of steel rails and other prod- 
ucts. The plant will be constructed in two units, each 
of 500 tons daily capacity. Contracts have been 
awarded for clearing the land. The plant will include 
a by-product coke works having a capacity of 1,000 
tons per day. 

The prices are: Pittsburgh quotations, bars, sheets 
and plates, f. o. b. Pittsburgh, mill shipments—Steel 
bars, $1.40; sheets, black, 28-gauge, $2.05 to $2.15; 
sheets, galvanized, 28-gauge, $3.10 to $3.20; sheets, 
blue annealed, 10-gauge, $1.60 to $1.65; tank plates, 
base, $1.40 to $1.45; beams, base, $1.40 to $1.45; steel 
sheet piling, base, $1.55. 


COPPER. 

The market here continues stagnant and prices en- 
tirely nominal, while the London market weakened 
on standard 15s. Copper consumers continue to view 
the market apathetically, and have shown no inclina- 
tion to purchase from the smaller holders who are w’ll- 
ing to accept as low as $16.62%4, 30 days, delivered, 
for electrolytic, nor from the second hands who have 
offered small lots below $16.50. 

Leading agencies continue to quote 167c, but are 
booking no business. They insist that any actual buy- 
ing would drive the cheap copper out of the market 
immediately, but nevertheless both sides are anxious!) 
watching the steady decline in standard warrants 
abroad. On the London Metal Exchange standard 
sold off to £70 10s. While the large holders of metal 
make much of the speculative character of the London 
market there is deliverable copper back of the war- 
rants. Amalgamated was reported from Liverpool to 
have booked 400 tons of Chilean bars for shipment to 
New York. Aaron Hirsch & Son, the leading German 
interest, was reported to have offered electrolytic in 
London at the equivalent of 1654c New York. 

The future of the copper market would seem to de- 
pend on what the business development will be in the 
next few weeks. Although there is no decided change 
at present, prices promise to go lower, although the 
statistical position may for some time continue at a 
closely balanced one between supply and demand. 

The prices are: Prompt and October—Prime lake 
nominal, $16.50; electrolytic, $16.15 to $16.25 ; casting, 
$16.00 to $16.12%. November-December—Prime 
lake, nominal, $16.50; electrolytic, $16.15 to $16.25;

CONDUCTOR PIPE. 

There is a disturbance in the conductor elbow bus'- 
ness and a new price list has been agreed upon, which 
shows an increase in some sizes and a reduction in 
others. Discounts have been increased somewhat on 
account of the fluctuation in value of sheet metal. The 
discounts are not very stable at present. 


TIN. 

Tin prices during the past week have been bare!) 
steady. There has been a fair accumulation of jobbing 
orders and inquiries, but the larger consumers show 
no interest and there has been no trading between dea!- 
ers. Asking quotations are practically unchanged, 
while bid prices flow \%c per pound higher in all posi- 
tions. The sales that were reported were for prom)’ 
and nearby delivery at close to buyers figures. In the 
open trade spot and October tin were available « 
40¥%c. 

Receipts at New York since October Ist aggregate! 
1,870 tons. Contrary to expectations, the producti 
of tin will show a fair sized increase during the cw 
rent year. The American Tin Plate Mills are running 
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at about 85 per cent of full capacity with the U. S. 
Steel Corporation and 60 to 70 per cent with the inde- 
pendents. The London market has been very dull. 
Early in the week 190 tons spot and 470 tons futures 
changed hands in London at prices from 5s. to 10s. 
lower than the opening price.

$40.30; ton lots, $40.55 to $40.60. October—Whole- 
sale, $40.30. November—Wholesale, $40.35. 


COKE. 

The coke prices have been steadier during the past 
week, with actual business very light. There are 
still some substandard furnace available around $2.10, 
but the minimum on standard is $2.15 for October and 
prompt. The prices are: Standard Connellsville and 
Latrobe, 48-hour furnace, at ovens, prompt shipment, 
$2.15 to $2.25; contracts, $2.25; standard Connells- 
ville and Latrobe, 72-hour foundry, at ovens, prompt 
shipment, $2.90 to $3.00; contracts, $3.00. 


TIN PLATE. 

The market is steady with prices unchanged on all 
grades and inferior plates are still commanding a good 
price because of the unusual scarcity. A peculiar situ- 
ation exists in the foreign tin plate market and it is 
almost impossible to quote prices for all sorts of fig- 
ures are named. Odd sizes have been sold as low as 
12s. od., while 13s. 474d. f. 0. b. Wales has been asked. 
Common 20x14 have been done at 13s, but other mak- 
ers want 13s 4¥%4d. The works are reported in a 
pretty bad way. A Canadian order for 300,000 boxes 
has just been taken by Americans although Wales put 
in a low price. An order for Chili which till this year 
has been always placed in Wales has on this occasion 
gone to America. One of the big Welsh makers has 
about 10,000 tons of Roumanian ternes in stock. The 
plates were sold and were specified, but the war came 
on and the plates were not shipped and a special 
warehouse has been built to hold them. There are a 
lot of mills still idle in Wales.

Matthew Addy & Company’s market report for 
October 18, 1913, says: 

There have been no developments of note in the iron 
market this week. Shipments have been heavy and con- 
sumption is large. In view of the fact that the railroads 
are not purchasers except for small lots it is remarkable 
what a tonnage of finished material the country is absorb- 
ing. Were the railroads in financial shape to buy what most 
of them really need, there would be such a demand for iron 
and steel materials that our productive capacity would be 
taxed to the utmost. The weakest spot in the country today 
is found in the railroad situation. Many of the railroads 
are not now able to.satisfactorily handle their business 
Their equipment is in bad order and shippers are having all 
kinds of trouble. Unless the railroads are able to get 
enough money to keep themselves in shape to properly do 
business the whole country will suffer, for they are, to use 
a banking term, the real medium of exchange. 

Iron orders for the week have been fair. Most of them 
have been small, but their volume has been large enough 
to take up the slack and prices are firm. 

Coke has been active but the railroads are not handling 
it promptly and a little later in the season there is bound 
to be trouble in getting forward enough coke to keep 
furnaces and foundries satisfied.
